Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  eighth  report  on 
the  health  of  your  district.  There  has  again  been  a  rise  in 
population  but  smaller  than  last  year  and  limited  to  430.  The 
health  of  the  district  was  good  but  some  anxiety  was  caused 
in  the  late  summer  by  the  appearance  of  a  paralytic  type  of 
Anterior  Poliomyelitis  in  this  and  neighbouring  districts. 
The  autumn  was  marked  by  a  sharp  attack  of  Influenza 
(Type  A  (Asian)  Virus).  This  affected  specially  children  and 
young  persons. 

Housing 

In  preparation  for  action  by  the  Council  on  its  slum 
clearance  programme,  the  inspection  sub-committee  toured 
three  parishes  and  viewed  forty-five  properties.  It  was  decided 
to  recommend  the  making  of  Clearance  Orders  in  two  parishes 
as  a  start.  Concern  was,  however,  expressed  at  the  change  in 
the  character  of  the  rural  scene  which  would  result  if  it  were 
impossible  to  secure  the  repair  or  reconditioning  of  at  least 
some  of  the  cottages  inspected.  Therefore  a  decision  was  taken 
to  negotiate  with  the  owners  of  one  large  group  of  property 
in  an  important  position  in  the  hope  of  preserving  some  or  all 
the  18  affected  cottages. 

Water 

A  decision  was  reached  to  apply  for  sanction  to  sink  a  new 
200  foot  borehole  at  Radford  Semele  to  replace  the  old  bore 
made  useless  by  saline  percolation  from  deeper  strata.  A 
search  was  also  made  for  possible  extra  spring  supplies  near 
Offchurch.  However,  action  on  these  matters  was  suspended 
when  the  news  was  received  of  the  Minister’s  circular  calling 
for  amalgamation  or  large  scale  regrouping  of  water  under¬ 
takings.  Representatives  of  the  Council  have  since  attended 
various  meetings  to  examine  alternative  proposals  as  to  the 
manner  of  this  future  re-organization. 
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Food  Hygiene 

Last  year’s  report  detailed  a  prosecution  with  regard  to 
offences  against  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Notwith¬ 
standing  the  action  taken  and  penalties  imposed  by  the  Bench 
the  desired  improvements  were  not  secured  and  it  became 
necessary  after  several  ineffectual  inspections  to  ask  that  a  Sub- 
Committee  should  meet  the  owner  in  order  to  make  better 
known  to  her  the  Council’s  minimum  demands  with  regard 
to  the  conduct  of  this  food  business.  No  further  complaint 
was,  however,  made  to  the  Justices  as  it  was  understood  that 
the  shop  might  before  long  be  closed.  Large  scale  pigkeeping 
directly  adjacent  to  the  shop  caused  problems  of  liquid  drain¬ 
age,  dung  accumulation  and  rat  infestation,  and  for  good 
measure  there  were  swill  boiling  and  fouling  of  the  surrounds 
by  stray  hogs.  These  processes  sandwiched  between  a  dwelling 
house,  food  shop  and  caravan  site,  frequently  gave  rise  to 
nuisance.  Two  investigations  were  also  made  into  the  presence 
in  foodstuffs  of  foreign  bodies  and  in  each  case  representatives 
of  the  vendors  appeared  in  person  before  the  Public  Health 
Committee  at  their  own  request. 

Clean  Air 

Representatives  of  the  Council  have  attended  meetings  of 
the  new  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council  of  which  this  Coun¬ 
cil  is  now  a  member.  Two  members  may  attend  the  quarterly 
meetings  and  have  voting  rights.  Mr.  R.  H.  Short,  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  was  nominated  to  serve  on  the  Tech¬ 
nical  Advisory  Committee  and  after  his  resignation,  the  Medi¬ 
cal  Officer  of  Health  was  appointed  in  his  place.  Arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  for  the  installation  and  operation  as 
from  the  summer  of  1958  of  one  daily  smoke  filter. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Refuse  Disposal 

A  good  service  has  been  kept  up  despite  the  effects  in 
early  winter  of  the  Asian  Influenza  epidemic,  which  at  one 
time  put  15  out  of  35  men  upon  the  sick  list.  A  committee 
inspection  of  Cubbington  tip  revealed  that  great  improvement 
had  resulted  from  the  Council’s  introduction  of  controlled 
tipping  methods.  In  addition  a  sub-committee  was  empowered 
to  investigate  possible  extensions  of  the  service  to  outlying 
parts  of  the  district. 
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General 

News  was  received  with  sorrow  of  the  death  in  November, 
1957,  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Knibb,  Councillor  for  the  parish  of  Norton 
Lindsey.  Mr.  Knibb,  in  addition  to  his  chairmanship  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  had  been  an  active  and  respected  member 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

It  is  also  with  much  regret  that  one  has  to  record  the 
death  of  Dr.  Ewart  Jones,  Medical  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Coventry.  Dr.  Ewart  Jones  had  examined 
many  samples  for  this  Council  and  his  reports  assisted  us  in 
numerous  investigations.  Officers  of  the  Council  were  most 
courteously  received  at  his  laboratory  and  he  was  always 
ready  to  discuss  health  problems  and  give  advice  based  on  his 
wide  experience  of  bacteriology. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Short,  additional  Public  Health  Inspector, 
resigned  on  July  31st,  1957,  having  obtained  the  appointment 
of  Surveyor  to  the  Trawden  Urban  District  Council,  Lancashire. 
In  his  place  the  Council  has  appointed  Mr.  A.  D.  Harvey,  an 
experienced  inspector  recently  returned  to  Britain  from  a  tour 
of  duty  in  Fiji.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  new  offices 
and  Council  Chamber  came  into  use  and  the  better  amenities 
have  been  widely  appreciated. 

Once  again  I  am  happy  to  acknowledge  the  support 
and  kindness  which  the  Council  and  its  staff  have  given  to 
me  throughout  the  year.

Popvilation. — The  estimated  mid-year  population  rose  by  430 
persons.  This  was  due  again  to  immigration  since  the  year’s 
totals  of  deaths  and  births  nearly  balanced. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Six  legitimate  infants  died  in  the  first  four 
weeks  of  life  and  one  illegitimate  infant  died  within  its  first 
year.  The  legitimate  infant  mortality  rate  is  again  a  low  one — 
the  illegitimate  rate  being  insignificant  owing  to  the  small 
size  of  the  sample.

C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water. — Proposals  to  sink  a  new  borehole  at  Radford 
Semele  and  to  examine  acquisition  of  a  private  supply  at 
Offchurch  were  shelved  when  the  Ministry  Circular  regarding 
regrouping  of  water  undertakers  was  received.  However, 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  possible  to  make  a  start 
upon  the  western  area  scheme. 

Deterioration  of  chemical  quality  led  to  the  removal  of 
Radford  Semele  bore  from  service  and  its  replacement  by 
river-derived  supplies  bought  from  Leamington  and  Southam 
Councils.  This  was  not  only  an  expensive  matter  but  caused 
embarrassment  in  meeting  the  heavy  commitments  upon  the 
Whitnash  bore  which  must  continue  until  the  new  western 
scheme  can  link  up  with  the  Whitnash  scheme  and  its  exten¬ 
sions.  This  cannot  take  place  too  soon  in  view  of  the  heavy 
building  programme  in  this  area. 

Financial  reasons  have  unfortunately  delayed  the  launch¬ 
ing  of  a  scheme  to  supply  the  eastern  parishes. 

Sewerage. — Six  parishes  are  now  sewered  in  whole  or 
in  part.  Approval  has  been  obtained  to  start  work  in  Leek 
Wootton  early  in  1958.  Several  small  schemes  which  were  in 
hand  have  been  postponed  while  loan  charges  are  so  high  : 
among  these  is  that  for  Burton  Green.

4.  Fitness  of  Houses. — A  start  has  now  been  made 
upon  clearing  away  unfit  property  which  is  beyond  repair 
at  reasonable  cost.  In  regard  to  this  one  may  note  that  the 
statutory  standard  is  a  lower  one  than  that  formerly  observed 
in  this  district.  The  Housing  Act,  1957,  does  not  impose  a 
statutory  duty  upon  the  Council  to  rehouse  persons  displaced 
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by  an  operative  demolition  order,  but  the  policy  to  give  a  full 
rate  housing  subsidy  only  against  replacement  houses  needed 
for  a  slum  clearance  programme  will  ensure  that  this  is  in 
practice  usually  done. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  “  dear  money  ”  has  obliged  the 
Council  to  limit  its  help  to  owners  by  way  of  improvement 
grants.  Most  tenants  are  only  too  glad  to  accept  the  offer  to 
modernize  the  houses  in  which  they  live.  Such  improvements 
help  to  preserve  the  character  of  the  rural  countryside.  It  is, 
however,  unfortunate  that  often  it  is  the  timbered  cottage 
with  the  most  charming  exterior  that  presents  a  formidable 
picture  within  of  serious  defects  and  decay  or  that  the  very 
isolation  which  lends  enchantment  to  the  scene,  makes  the 
economic  provision  of  main  services  well  nigh  impossible. 

The  exponents  of  the  open  air  life  may  extol  the  virtues 
of  the  caravan  as  a  home.  However,  there  seems  to  be  a  large 
number — over  a  hundred — of  dwelling  vans  in  the  district 
in  such  circumstances  that  one  cannot  feel  that  they  make  an 
adequate  background  for  a  full  and  healthy  family  life.  Many 
of  them  indeed  would  be  the  subject  of  early  action  were  it  not 
for  the  heavy  commitments  existing  as  to  rehousing. 

Meat  Inspection. — The  Public  Health  Inspectors  con¬ 
tinued  to  inspect  all  carcases  at  the  three  licensed  slaughter¬ 
houses  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report.  In  addition  regular 
visits  are  now  paid  to  the  slaughterhouse  at  the  Central  Hos¬ 
pital,  Hatton,  where  meat  is  dressed  for  the  needs  of  the 
patients  and  staff. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. — Action  was  taken  to  in¬ 
vestigate  two  complaints  of  food  containing  foreign  matter. 
Both  the  foodstuffs  concerned  had  been  manufactured  out¬ 
side  the  district. 

The  first  complaint  related  to  the  finding  of  rough 
metallic  fragments  in  a  packet  of  fried  potato  crisps.  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  manufacturer  were  informed  of  the  com¬ 
plaint  and  asked  to  appear  in  person  before  the  committee. 
They  gave  a  full  description  of  the  equipment  and  manufac¬ 
turing  processes.  It  was  also  ascertained  in  another  way  that 
hygienic  methods  were  followed  in  preparing  the  crisps. 
The  most  likely  solution  appeared  to  be  that  some  corrosion 
had  occurred  in  metal  bins  and  caused  the  breaking  away  of 
particles  of  metal  from  the  surface.  Although  satisfied  that 
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there  had  been  a  sale  of  food  not  of  the  quality  demanded, 
the  Committee  decided  that  the  most  helpful  course  was  to 
send  the  metal  to  the  health  department  for  the  area  in  which 
the  factory  was  situated  so  that  a  close  inspection  of  the 
equipment  might  be  made. 

The  second  complaint  concerned  the  finding  of  a  blood 
stained  finger  bandage  in  a  loaf  of  bread.  Members  of  the 
committee  and  officials  visited  the  bakery  by  invitation  and 
saw  for  themselves  the  conditions  and  the  processes.  Later 
the  bakery  sent  representatives  to  appear  at  a  meeting  of 
the  health  committee  when  it  was  stated  that  the  source  of 
the  bandage  had  not  been  traced.  Agreement  was  reached 
that  the  firm  would  introduce  certain  additional  precautions 
with  regard  to  injuries  and  first-aid  measures.  Accordingly  it 
did  not  appear  that  any  benefit  could  result  from  court  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  this  case.

Reference  to  Table  III  will  give  the  age  distribution  of 
the  cases  notified  during  1957. 

The  year’s  experience  of  infectious  diseases  was  satis¬ 
factory  except  for  the  unusual  prevalence  of  Anterior  Polio- 
myehtis  in  this  and  neighbouring  districts.  All  those  affected 
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v/ere  children  or  young  persons  and  the  cases  occurred  be¬ 
tween  early  July  and  mid-October.  Four  of  the  six  cases 
were  paired  in  two  parishes  but  no  clear  link  was  found 
between  any.  Three  of  the  six  cases  arose  in  the  period  of 
convalescence  from  other  preceding  illnesses.  In  one  case  a 
possible  source  of  infection  was  a  children’s  party  held  nine 
days  before.  Five  out  of  the  six  cases  were  paralytic  and  one 
young  adult  died  in  hospital. 

Enteric  Fever. — One  case  was  notified  of  Paratyphoid 
B  infection  ;  this  was  a  carrier  state  discovered  in  a  hospital 
patient. 

Immunization. — Although  the  acceptance  rate  is  higher 
than  in  most  parts  of  the  country  there  seems  nevertheless 
to  have  been  some  decline.  The  numbers  of  those  immunized 
against  Diphtheria  in  comparison  with  recent  years  show 
slight  reductions  whereas  the  total  of  births  has  risen  by 
about  one  quarter  above  the  1953  level.  This  must  mean 
that  a  lower  percentage  of  newly  born  infants  received  the 
protection  which  it  is  so  important  that  they  should  have 
early  in  life. 

Immunization  against  Whooping  Cough  continues  in 
popular  favour  and  230  children  received  a  course  of  inocula¬ 
tions.  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine  is  now  also  included  (for  certain 
priority  groups)  in  the  local  health  authority’s  scheme.

During  the  year  there  were  25  notifications  of  tuberculosis. 
18  were  pulmonary  and  7  other  forms  of  tuberculosis.  7  of 
the  total  were  transfers  into  the  district. 

Sanatorium. — During  the  year  7  patients  were  admitted 
to  the  Sanatorium  and  6  were  discharged.  In  addition  11 
persons  received  BCG  Vaccination.

MILK  SUPPLIES 

During  1957  the  County  Council’s  sampling  officers  took 
9  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  54  samples  of 
ungraded  milk  for  biological  examination.  All  were  negative 
for  tubercle  bacilli  except  one  sample  of  ungraded  milk. 
Twenty  cows  were  examined  and,  after  further  tests  of  milk, 
one  cow  was  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

Another  case  was  investigated  after  a  report  from  a 
neighbouring  authority  ;  one  cow  was  slaughtered  and  three 
were  removed  from  the  herd. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  restrict  the  sale  of  any  milk  as 
it  was  already  sent  for  pasteurization.

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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1947 

Six  cases  were  reported  in  need  of  proper  care  and  attention> 
as  provided  by  Section  47  of  the  above  Act. 

Case  1. — Mrs.  R.  E.  P —  (89).  This  old  lady  was  blind,  deaf  and 
bedfast  ;  a  married  daughter  caring  for  her  showed  signs  of  cracking 
under  the  constant  strain.  Advice  was  given  as  to  the  procedure  for 
her  admission  to  hospital. 

Case  2. — Mr.  H —  (O.A.P.).  Already  described  last  year.  Little 
change  in  circumstances  arose  and  so  observation  was  continued. 

Case  3. — Mrs.  K —  (75).  A  senile  lady  who  lived  near  several 
relatives  who  were,  however,  not  disposed  to  be  at  much  trouble  or 
financial  loss  over  her  care.  Accordingly,  when  she  was  taken  to  hos¬ 
pital  after  a  fall  at  home,  the  authorities  there  arranged  to  keep  her  in 
a  chronic  sick  ward. 

Case  4. — Miss  T.  H —  (66).  Reported  upon  last  year  as  a  recluse 
with  incipient  mental  breakdown.  Contact  was  kept  by  the  health 
visitor  with  neighbours  until  it  was  clear  that  she  was  becoming  rapidly 
worse  and  also  incontinent.  She  was  also  refusing  food,  having  apparent¬ 
ly  delusions  as  to  attempts  to  poison  her.  Accordingly  the  Area  Wel¬ 
fare  Officer  was  invited  to  call  in  a  medical  practitioner  and  a  magis¬ 
trate  with  a  view  to  her  certification  as  a  person  of  unsound  mind. 
She  was  removed  to  hospital  for  treatment  and  action  was  taken  to 
disinfect  the  house  and  to  destroy  foul  articles  of  bedding  and  furniture. 

Case  5. — Miss  R.  C —  (56).  A  spinster  who  had  lived  with  her 
mother  until  the  latter’s  death.  Had  a  fixed  determination  to  do  no 
gainful  work  and  through  sloth  deteriorated  both  in  health  and  habits. 
Her  home  was  filthy  and  her  person  and  clothing  dirty.  She  would  not 
listen  to  offers  of  help  from  relatives. 

It  was  made  clear  to  her  that  these  conditions  could  not  be  allowed 
to  continue  and  she  finally  agreed  to  go  to  an  old  persons’  home. 

Case  6. — Mrs.  M.  D —  (82).  This  proved  to  be  an  inaccurate 
report  of  a  helpless  old  lady  living  alone.  It  was  found  that  she  could 
get  about  to  a  limited  extent  and  that  she  had  meals  and  help  from 
two  neighbours.  It  was  therefore  unnecessary  to  take  any  official 
action. 


REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December,  1957. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE  AND  TRANSPORT 

The  Public  Cleansing  Service  has  improved  this  year,  chiefly 
owing  to  improvement  in  the  availability  of  labour.  This  is  the  first 
year  since  1939  that  we  have  had  a  full  complement  of  men  throughout 
the  year.  For  the  most  part,  a  fortnightly  dry  refuse  collection  and 
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a  weekly  nightsoil  collection  has  been  maintained.  The  exceptions 
were  during  a  spell  of  sickness  when  half  the  men  were  off  ill  over  a 
period  of  about  five  weeks,  and  during  a  severe  spell  of  snow  and  frost. 
It  is  not  generally  realised  to  what  extent  frozen  snow  slows  up  collec¬ 
tions  in  a  rural  area  ;  not  the  least  of  the  difficulties  is  finding  the 
contents  of  the  nightsoil  buckets  frozen. 

The  urban  parts  of  the  district  are  still  “  expanding,”  that  is  more 
houses  are  being  erected.  Though  the  number  this  year  (325)  is  less  than 
last  year,  this  has  meant  at  least  the  equivalent  number  of  extra  dust¬ 
bins  to  be  emptied.  It  will,  moreover,  be  necessary  to  put  a  new 
lorry  into  service  early  in  the  new  year,  as  with  440  new  houses  last 
year,  325  this  year,  and  many  in  course  of  erection,  it  will  be  impossible 
to  maintain  the  service  at  the  present  level  without  an  extra  vehicle 
and  crew.  The  position  is  not  so  acute  regarding  the  nightsoil  collec¬ 
tion,  as  with  the  extension  of  sewerage  schemes  many  houses  formerly 
having  nightsoil  buckets  are  now  connected  to  a  sewer.  The  work  of 
cesspool  emptying  has  not  decreased,  in  fact  it  has  increased,  possibly 
due  to  the  supply  of  public  water  being  extended,  more  water  being 
used,  and  the  cesspools  filling  more  frequently. 

All  dry  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  The  principal 
tip  is  at  Cubbington.  In  previous  years  there  have  been  complaints 
of  fires  and  flies.  Since  the  Council  purchased  the  mechanical  shovel  on 
tracks,  and  have  allowed  more  money  for  disposal  of  refuse,  there  have 
been  no  causes  for  complaints.  It  took  a  few  months  to  get  the  tip  in 
order,  but  it  is  now  almost  a  model  of  its  kind.  All  refuse  is  tipped  in 
terraces,  covered  over  quite  quickly  and  consolidated.  The  exposed 
face  of  refuse  is  kept  as  small  as  possible,  and  the  depth  of  tipping 
rarely  exceeds  6  feet.  Such  small  fires  as  we  have  had  this  year  have 
quickly  been  brought  under  control  by  digging  out  the  burning  por¬ 
tion  and  spreading. 

Covering  material  is  not  easy  to  obtain,  but  so  far  it  has  been 
possible  to  dig  out  old  refuse  (most  of  which  had  been  on  fire)  which, 
while  not  as  suitable  as  furnace  ashes,  does  cover  the  refuse  sufficiently 
to  both  hide  it  and  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  flies.  The  chief  disad¬ 
vantage  is  during  dry  weather  when  there  is  so  much  dust  that  it  is 
difficult  to  spread.  A  further  disadvantage  is  that  although  the  organic 
matter,  and  much  of  the  iron,  has  decomposed,  the  bottles  and  jars 
remain. 

Wet  refuse  (nightsoil)  is  disposed  of  by  discharging  into  a  sewer. 

All  the  Council’s  dry  refuse  collecting  lorries  are  of  the  dustless 
type  and  of  large  capacity  so  as  to  minimise  journeys  to  the  tip.  They 
collect  from  about  5,700  houses.  There  are  just  over  900  houses,  mostly 
isolated  farms  and  farm  cottages,  which  do  not  receive  the  benefit  of 
the  service. 

There  is  a  small  amount  of  salvage. 

The  refuse  collectors  are  allowed  to  keep  non-ferrous  metals  and 
other  small  items  recovered,  such  as  old  car  batteries.  Iron  is  sorted 
at  the  tip  face,  stored  until  there  is  a  suitable  load.  The  scrap  merchant 
sends  a  portable  baling  machine  to  the  tip. 
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The  cleansing  of  the  lorries,  particularly  the  Cesspool  Emptying 
machines,  is  a  difficult  problem.  They  are  usually  done  on  Saturday 
mornings,  volunteers  working  overtime.  The  purchase  of  a  steam 
raising  machine  has  greatly  eased  this  problem. 

For  administrative  purposes  the  Cleansing  and  Transport  Depart¬ 
ments  are  combined.  The  following  table  sets  out  transport  owned  by 
the  Council.

Housing  (temporary) 

This  problem  is  steadily  being  reduced,  but  it  is  by  no  means 
solved.  There  are  still  many  war-time  or  immediate  post-war  buildings, 
together  with  some  104  caravans,  still  in  use.  There  are  also  the  temp¬ 
orary  houses  obtained  from  Government  sources,  popularly  known  as 
pre-fabs,  which  were  supposed  to  be  used  for  ten  years.  It  seems  as  if 
many  are  here  to  stay  and,  indeed,  from  a  structural  point  of  view, 
there  is  no  reason  why  they  should  not.  Unfortunately,  the  layout  of 
the  estates  were  also  “  temporary.”  The  Council  did  consider  pur¬ 
chasing  some  which  were  being  dismantled  elsewhere,  and  re-erecting 
for  use  as  old  people’s  dwellings,  but  finally  decided  not  to  do  so,  in 
favour  of  providing  new  houses. 

Our  worst  caravan  site  is  now  greatly  improved  but  only  by  reason 
of  the  number  of  caravans  and  occupants  being  steadily  reduced  as  the 
result  of  a  Court  Order.

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Council,  owing  to  the  sharp  increase  in 
the  bank  rate,  and  in  addition  the  difficulty  in  borrowing  money,  have 
felt  compelled  to  reduce  the  making  of  Improvement  Grants  to  the 
following  two  categories  : — 

{a)  Houses  which  will  be  condemned  if  no  grant  is  made. 

{h)  Houses  which  are  being  converted  to  make  extra  units  of 
accommodation. 

Many  old  cottages  during  the  past  two  years  have  been  given  a 
new  lease  of  life  by  the  help  of  a  Grant,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council 
will  soon  be  in  a  position  to  once  more  help  owners  in  this  work,  which 
has  proved  popular  with  owners,  tenants  and  the  Council.  The  former 
because  of  the  financial  help,  the  latter  because  they  are  not  only 
administrating  a  social  service  for  which  they  see  speedy  results,  but 
also  because  each  house  saved  from  condemnation  is  one  Council 
house  less  to  have  to  build.  For  the  most  part  the  tenants  have  been 
grateful  for  the  extra  amenities  provided,  but  there  are  tenants  of  two 
houses  who  have  steadily  refused  the  owner  and  his  men  access  to  the 
houses  they  occupy,  and  state  they  do  not  want  any  improvements 
whatsoever. 


Sanitary  Services 

The  following  parishes  (or  parts)  have  piped  public  water  supplies. 

Baddesley  Clinton,  Baginton,  Barford,  Bishops  Tachbrook,  Cub- 
bington,  Hatton,  Leek  Wootton,  Old  Milverton,  Radford  Semele, 
Shrewley,  Stoneleigh,  Whitnash. 

The  parishes  of  Ashow,  Off  church  and  Sherbourne  have  private 
supplies. 

The  Western  Area  Scheme  has  at  long  last  been  started  in  earnest, 
but  too  late  in  this  year  for  anything  other  than  this  simple  fact  to  be 
stated.  This  scheme  is  intended  to  supply  the  parishes  in  the  Western 
Area  of  the  Rural  District,  and  also  to  link  up  with  the  Southern  Scheme. 

The  Rural  District  has  a  population  of  over  22,000  and  an  area  of 
84  square  miles.  The  Northern  part  of  the  district  is  within  the  area 
of  supply  of  Coventry  Corporation.  The  remainder  of  the  district  has  a 
population  of  17,000  and  covers  an  area  of  about  71  square  miles.  About 
8,000  people  in  this  area  are  supplied  from  public  sources,  the  greater 
number  from  the  Southern  Scheme,  that  is  the  former  Whitnash  Scheme 
which  some  years  ago  was  extended  to  supply  Bishops  Tachbrook, 
Barford  and  Radford  Semele.  The  source  of  water  for  this  Scheme  is  a 
borehole  at  Whitnash,  which  is  showing  signs  of  strain  owing  to  the 
number  of  new  houses  erected  over  the  past  ten  years,  and  consequent 
demands  for  more  water.  Further  strain  on  this  supply  was  caused  by 
the  partial  failure  of  Radford  borehole,  which  at  one  time  could  con¬ 
tribute  up  to  3,000  gallons  per  hour  into  this  scheme.  Owing  to  the 
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diminishing  yield  from  this  bore,  coupled  with  extra  demands  for  water 
owing  to  extensive  building  of  houses  in  Radford  Semele,  alternative 
sources  of  supply  were  obtained  by  buying  water  in  bulk  from  Leaming¬ 
ton  Corporation  and  Southam  R.D.C.  The  latter  Council  have  a  main 
passing  through  Radford  Semele. 

The  Eastern  area  has  no  public  supply.  A  scheme  was  prepared 
covering  the  parishes  of  Bubbenhall,  Hunningham,  Eathorpe,  Wappen- 
bury  and  Weston-Under-Wetherley,  but  owing  to  the  rise  in  the  bank 
rate  and  difficulty  in  borrowing  money  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year, 
and  having  regard  to  the  heavy  commitments  of  the  Council  to  finance 
the  Western  Area  and  other  schemes  of  sewerage  and  Housing,  this 
scheme  was  postponed. 

The  privately  owned  water  supply  scheme  at  Offchurch  (which 
also  supplies  part  of  Hunningham)  was  the  subject  of  some  preliminary 
talks  exploring  the  possibility  of  the  Council  taking  it  over.  These 
ended  when  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  announced 
his  desire  for  regrouping  and  amalgamation  of  Water  Undertakings. 

Regarding  the  latter  subject,  talks  have  taken  place  between  local 
authorities  in  this  area,  but  it  is  yet  too  early  to  make  any  report. 

Sewage  :  The  following  parishes  (or  parts)  are  sewered  : — 

Baginton,  Barford,  Bishops  Tachbrook,  Cubbington,  Sherbourne, 
Shrewley,  Whitnash,  Radford  Semele.  A  scheme  has  been  authorised 
at  Leek  Wootton  and  work  is  expected  to  commence  about  February  or 
March,  1958.  The  Leek  Wootton  scheme  will  include  a  sewage  treat¬ 
ment  works.  Apart  from  some  small  works  taking  up  to  20  houses, 
this  Council  has  no  sewage  works.  The  Northern  area  sewers  discharge 
to  those  of  Coventry  Corporation.  The  Coventry  works  are  situated  in 
the  Rural  Area  at  Finham  in  the  parish  of  Stoneleigh.  Parts  of  the 
Southern  Area  and  Cubbington  discharge  to  Leamington  ;  Barford  to 
Warwick. 

Three  proposed  schemes.  Burton  Green,  Chadwick  End  and 
Shrewley  Common,  have  been  postponed  owing  to  the  financial  diffi¬ 
culties  mentioned  earlier. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Premises 

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises,  shops  and  canteens  have 
been  carried  out  during  the  year. 


Meat  Inspection 

Regular  and  frequent  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  three 
licensed  slaughter  houses,  details  being  set  out  in  the  following  table  ; —

This  table  gives  little  idea  of  the  time  and  effort  spent  on  Meat 
Inspection,  as  the  amounts  and  numbers  given  are  small.  However, 
two  of  the  slaughter  houses  are  20  miles  apart,  each  has  its  own  days 
and  times  for  slaughter.  Each  of  the  two  inspectors  spend  three  half 
days  each  on  meat  inspection,  and  average  well  over  100  miles  a  week 
travelling. 

Staff— Public  Health 

Mr.  R.  H.  Short  resigned  to  take  up  an  appointment  in  Lancashire. 
Mr.  Short  was  already  an  experienced  officer  when  he  joined  this  Coun¬ 
cil  in  1952.  While  the  Council  v/ere  pleased  to  learn  he  had  secured  a 
senior  appointment,  they  were  nevertheless  sorry  to  lose  his  services. 

Rodent  Control 

A  rodent  operative  is  still  employed,  and  as  a  result  of  his  work 
the  rat  population  is  considerably  reduced. 

All  refuse  tips,  public  sewers  and  Council-owned  property  receive 
his  attention.  No  charge  is  made  to  householders  for  his  services, 
but  if  he  is  required  on  business,  industrial  or  non-domestic  premises, 
a  fee  is  charged.
